LONDON, July 22.—Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, told the House of Com- 
mons today that Great Britain was definitely aban- 
doning the principle of naval ratios adopted in 1922 
at Washington. 

Sir Bolton, who made his statement during a defence of 
the recent Anglo-German naval pact, declared Great Britain's 
new policy had been adopted because some nations felt it 
wounded their national pride to accept permanent inferiority. 


Under the Washington treaty of 1922, later supplemented by 
the London treaty of 1930, the naval tonnage rations of the 
leading powers were established at 5 for Great Britain to 5 for 
the United States to 3 for Japan. The navies of France and 
Italy, on the same basis, received a rating of 1.5 each. 

Sir Bolton explained in general terms that Britain no longer favored 
the hard and fast ratio system. She preferred other means of accom- | 
plishing the same result, limitation and restruction of naval forces.

Adventurous Group To 


~ Money Is Still An Argument 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The banking system of Canada could have been operated as a 
great public utility to prevent deflation during the last five years. 
The tariff system of Canada could have been operated as a great 
public utility to keep Canada on a basis of fair and friendly 
reciprocity with the whole world during the last five years. 


Now we have the banking adherents telling us that the sound 
money policy of the banking system prevented a financial and 
commercial collapse. Also we have the tariff adherents telling us 
that the anti-dumping effect of the high tariff prevented a 
financial and commercial collapse. Both could never have been 
right, because there is no room on the same base for two triangles 
having equal sides and equal angles. 


But in actual fact both were wrong, because we had more 
than plenty of financial and commercial collapse, and the con- 
suming deflation is still with us. 


In addition, and by way of further national disturbance, we 
have from Atlantic to Pacific, a continuous fury of argument 
about money, and how to distribute it. In the clamor of argumen‘s 
the real, known facts concerning money are lost sight of. 


About three years ago this paper published the controlling 
truth that Canada could accomplish recovery by getting on a 


sound money basis. It may not be out of place to republish the 
relevant facts. 


Fiat money is simply a printed promise to pay; without saying 
when or where payment will be made, and without putting any 
assets or earning power behind the promise to pay so as to make 
retirement of the money a certainty some day. 


Gold standard money is simply a promise to pay on demand, 
secured for performance by the existence of an accumulated stock 
of gold up to a value of from twenty-five to forty per cent of the 
money issue; the theory being that the service to the financial life 
of the nation by the circulation of the gold-secured monéy will 
prevent and substantial demand for conversion of legal tender 
money into gold. It has been found necessary. to impound gold 
absolutely so as to prevent demands for conversion of paper 
money into gold. 


Sound money is that form of money which is secured for 
retirement by actual assets and earning power. This can be fully 
accomplished by issuing money on the security of public revenue; 
fixed for retirement by a specified sinking fund to be paid out 
of each year’s revenue. Two per cent of the amount of each 
specific issue of money will be enough to collect for sinking 
fund. 


Abolishing our present crazy system of interest-bearing bonds 
which also carry a sinking fund obligation, will wipe out the 
taxpayers’ burden of paying at least three dollars in respect of 
each dollar borrowed. 


Canada can save over one million dollars every day including 
Sundays and holidays by getting on a sound money basis; issuing 
sound money, fully secured on revenue for a definite date retire- 
ment so as to take up and pay off at par all public debt, federal, 
provincial and municipal. The money being legal tender in 
Canada will be available for all Canadian investments and will 
make Canada the richest nation per capita in the world. These are 
cold, hard facts, not theories or arguments. 


We need not worry about foreign exchange; a rich nation can 
trade its exports in world markets for everything it needs in the 
way of foreign exchange to finance its imports, but so long as that 
nation sells interest bearing bonds abroad it has to give up its 
gold to pay interest.
